ternal memory) bur for matter of Religion (as was pretended at leaſt) how ma- 
ny Emperours, Kings and Princes, have been murdered for the Religion they 
profeſſed, as T homas Emperour of Conſtantmople by the Arrians , Henry the 
third of France,and Henry the fourth allo (as was thought) for favouring of the 
Proteſtants;over much difterence of Religion divided in opinion A/iafrom Af- 
frica, which after gave way to blaſphemous Mahomer, the other being reconci- 
led by the ſword ci the Turke) to bring m his helliſh and ridiculons inventions 
in their roome, bur hereof lufacient, I only ſhew the danger of delay , in leaving 
the Stare of Religion, in a State unordered and unfetled, Schollers in the Vni- 
verſities at this day are diftraRted or in a maze not knowing how or what courle 
they ſhould raketo live hereatter, their breeding there hath been very chargea- 
ble to their friends, and if they come to obtaine Schollerſhips or tzllowihips

as the mcate is worth, and when they have taken. their degrees by much {tudye 
and expence; they are never rhe nearer to preferment, for whereas one addicting 
himſelfe to the {tudie of divinity) commeth by money or friends to get a living 
fortie goe without, and are fain to turne Schoolematters countrey Phylitians,and 
lone (I have knowne) Solicitors in the Law, being diſcouraged by the unſec- 
ledneſlc of Religion, and liberty ot'the times when everie Hatdreiſer, Ironmon- 
ger, Cobler and Horſe-collar-maker ſhall paſſe among the mwlcitude for as 
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ſound a Divine as an Vniverſitie can aftord, and every krown dunce and Tgno- 
ramus ſhall poſſeſſe 2, or 3. great Benefices, by meanes of his fathers purſe, or 
perhaps of a macch with the Patrons Chambermaid (rid lately other green fick- 
neſſe, by lying at his beds feet) When Civilians muſt curne common Atturneys 
and Solicitors , and in a word we finde almoſt a generall hate and loathing of 


learning the Arts andall exccllencie of knowledge throughout the Land. 

Gentlemen and 1nhabitants of the Countrey poſſeſſe themſelves and their E- 
ſtates in diftraction and feare of worle and moie tumultious times every where 
readier to fell then to ourchaſe , the want ot money is ſuch a diſeaſe raigning a.

The Citie and Citizens know not well what ro doe or truſt to, as firſt, whar 
Rel:g1on to profeſle, it ſelfe being as it were the conduit head of Sets and opi- 
nions waich (as in pipes under ground, and in a cloſe manner) it deriveth into 
rac whole Land, they dare hardly venture their ſhips at Sea, they have ſo many 
fal'e friends and open encmies, nay among themſelyes they know nor (like [g- 
ſpyah) who are with them, or who againft them, doubtlefle the Citie nouriſheth 
many Vipers within her owne boſome , beſide other Serpents that areneſted in 
her Suburbs. ready upon any uprore or rebellious tumult to devoure her, there- 
fore ſhee is not to be blamed if ſhe ftrengrhneth her Garriſon fortifieth her gates 
in the belt manner ſhe may, ſhee hath now little returne of trade, her excellent 
Artitans cannot get imployment,or finde where to ſhew their skill, her Mechan- 
nicks walke werk-lefle up and down, or going into the Countrey to viſite their 
friends, ſoine of chem can hardly ever finde the way back againe. 

_ Whata diſtraction was amongſt that Rabble in the uproare at Weſt 3inſter, 
when the Biſhop of Yorkes ſervants attending aboutthe Abby Church to defend 
the ſari, and the Deanes Houle belonging to his Lordſhip, at which time they

Phyſitians are mightily diſtracted, and out of paticnce , becauſe their whole 
Colledge knowes nor hovy to cure this Epidemicall difeale (that like the fwea- 
ting Sicknefle in times palt ) xraignerh over the whole Land, that is, want of 
money.

In the City the Uturer is diftrafted , not knowing where or to whom 
ro let out his money, where he may be ure of it againe, or being already out of 
his hands how tocome by it againe ; a witty (3allant comes to one of them in 
Moorefields and deſires he might borrow 100. pounds of him, quoth Mr. Fox- 
craft the Uſurer, to the Gentleman, Sir you are a meere ſtranger unto me, I ne- 
ver knew or ſaw you beterc, that is the only reaton quorh the orher that T come 
to borrow it, for if you knew me you would never lend ine a penny. 

The Courrier is diſcontented finding his journey's long. folittle money in the 
Exchequer, and the abſence of his Mr. from Whute-hall and the Parliament, 

The followers of Nobles and Gentlemen, who hold their Tenures only at the 
will of their Lords and Maſters are now a dayes diſtracted and know nor what 
they ſhall cruſt to, if giving the leaſt diſtaſte, or by commitrt ig the leaft offence 
they ſhall incur their difpleaſures , and ſo be caſt oft, for theſe times are not like 
the forepaſled, when for their honeft Service they had extraordinary favours, or 
Annuall Penſions given them during their lives, yea though they in time of 
their Service had commuted ſore groiſe ecxours and highly ditpleaſed their Ma- 
ters.
